SUMMARY: GENERAL DEBATE CONTINUED WITH ED ELABORATION OF PROGRAM 
ACTIVITY CENTER CONCEPT (PAC) AND THIRTEEN COUNTRY STATEMENTS. 
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HIGHLIGHTS FOLLOW. END SUMMARY. 
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1. EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR STRONG, IN RESPONSE NUMEROUS 
QUESTIONS ON PAC, SAID TERM RELATED TO METHOD OF WORK, 
MEANS OF CARRYING OUT DECISIONS OF COUNCIL, NOT 
ADDITION TO PROGRAM ITSELF. SAID USE PAC DESIGNED 
AVOID DUPLICATION RESOURCES. PRIMARY TEST WOULD BE 
WHETHER USE OF PAC, WHICH IN ALL CASES WOULD BE DIRECTLY 
RESPOSIBLE TO UNEP/ED, WOULD ECONOMIZE RESOURCES OF UNEP 
AND MAXIMIZE CONTRIBUTION OF OTHERS. IN RESPONSE 
SWEDISH QUERY, STRONG SAID HE HAD ALREADY TAKEN STEPS 
TO ENSURE UNEP ROLE IN MID TERM IDS REVIEW. UNEP WOULD 
ALSO CONTRIBUTE FULLY TO FORTHCOMING SPECIAL UN61 SESSION, 
"WHICH BEARS CLOSELY ON UNEP'S RESPONSIBILITIES." 

2. AUSTRALIA: IN HARD-HITTING, HIGHLY CRITICAL BUT 
CONSTRUCTIVE STATEMENT, URGED COUNCIL TO IMPROVE ITS 
PERFORMANCE OVER GC-I. AT TOP OF PRIORITIES SHOULD 

BE PROGRAMS ENVISAGED UNDER EARTHWATCH, AS WELL AS 
NEED ATTACK DEPRESSING PROBLEM OF SUB-STANDARD AND IN- 
ADEQUATE HUMAN SETTLEMENTS. PROTECTION MARINE ENVIRON- 
MENT, MEASURES TO PREVENT LOSS OF SOILS THROUGH EROSION 
ALSO SHOULD RECEIVE PRIORITY ATTENTION. DEPLORED BUT 
DID NOT DWELL ON CONTINUATION NUCLEAR TESTING. 

CRITICIZED SECRETARIAT FOR FAILURE TO PUSH DEVELOPMENT 
POLLUTION MONITORING SYSTEM AT FASTER PACE. SAID 
AUSTRALIA READY SINCE STOCKHOLM TO ESTABLISH 
BASE LINE ATMOSPHERIC MONITORING STATION AS PART OF 
GLOBAL SYSTEM, BUT IN "TOTAL ABSENCE" ANY DEFINITIVE 
GUIDANCE FROM UNEP HAD BEEN HESITANT MOVE AHEAD. 

3. TURKEY: SAW POPULATION AND INDUSTRIAL EXPLOSIONS AS 
MAIOR FACTORS TODAY TREATENING EQUILLIBRIUM OF 
NATURE. CRITICIZED DEVELOPED COUNTRIES FOR INDIFFERENCE 
TO INCREASING GAP BETWEEN THEMSELVES AND DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. HOPED CONCEPT OF HUMAN SETTLEMENTS IN UNEP 
WOULD BE UNDERSTOOD AS "MULTI-ASPECT WAY OF LIFE" 

COVERING WORK, TRANSPORTATION, HEALTH AND LEISURE AS 
WELL AS HABITAT. SEES HABITAT 2000 AS PROMOTING THIS 
UNDERSTANDING. 
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4. USSR: SEES INCREASING NEED FOR ATTENTION TO PROBLEMS 
OF ENVIRONMENT AND DETENTE HAS MADE POSSIBLE 
COOPERATIVE EFFORTS. ATTACHES SPECIAL IMPORTANCE TO 
EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION ON NATIONAL POLICIES AND PRACTICES, 
SINCE MOT ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS MUST BE SOLVED AT THE 
NATIONAL LEVEL. EMPHASIZED NEED FOR COORDINATION UN

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5. TUNIS: MOST URGENT NEED ARE PROGRAM DESIGNED TO 
RESTORE LANDS RAVAGED BY DROUGHT AND DESERTIFICATION. 
POLLUTION OF MEDITERRANEAN OF GREAT CONCERN AND 
PREDICATED MED WOULD LOOK LIKE DEAD SEA BY END OF 
CENTURY UNLESS URGENT CORRECTIVE MEASURES TAKEN. OFFERED 
HOST REGIONAL CONFERENCE ON PROBLEM AND URGED INTER- 
VENTION BY UNEP. 

6. INDIA: FELT PRIORITY SHOULD BE GIVEN TO ACTIVITIES 
HAVING DIRECT AND IMMEDIATE RELEVANCE TO LIVES OF MILLIONS 
IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. ENDORSED CONCEPT OF PAC AS 
MEANS BUILDING UP CAPACITIES OF EXISTING INSTITUTION. 

SAID RESPOSIBILITY OF COUNCIL TO ENSURE THAT UNEP 
FULFILL COORDINATING ROLE ASSIGNED IT. ON HUMAN SET- 
TLEMENTS FUND, CRITICIZED REPORT WHICH INDIA 
BELIEVES NEEDS BE SHARPENED AND WOULD MAKE SPECIFIC 
PROPOSALS WHEN ITEM II REACHED. URGED UNEP ACTION IN 
SPEARHEADING WORK ON GUIDLINES ON DEVELOPMENT AND USE 
OF WEATHER MODIFICATION TECHNIQUES. 

7. U.K.: DWELT AT LENGTH ON BRITISH ENVIRONMENTAL 
POLICIES AND PRACTICES AS PRELUDE TO ASSESSMENT UNEP
